RICHMOND, Va. I.T>—Boot¬ 
leggers have been using the 
tomb of John Marshall, chief 
justice of the United States, to 
cache their liquor, Thomas B. 
Martin, superintendent of Shoc- 
koo cemetery disclosed today. 

He said inspectors noting that 
the square, box-like tomb had a 
loose slab, pulled it aside to re¬ 
veal the cache several months 
ago. Other tombs in the vicin¬ 
ity were also used, he said. 


LOS ANGELES, (JP )—California 
Republicans massed today to wel¬ 
come Governor Landon and hear 
his only West Coast speech to¬ 
night in 105,000-seat Los Angelea 
coliseum. 

In what party leaders described 
as a winning-of-the-West drive, 
the presidential nominee drew Re¬ 
publican notables by train and 
motorcade from San Diego, on 
California’s southern border, to 
Sacramento, state capital in the 
north. 

Arrives at Pasadena 

Governor Landon’s Sunflower 
Special was to arrive this after¬ 
noon in suburban Pasadena, where 
Joseph Scott, nominator of Herb¬ 
ert Hoover in 1932, headed the wel¬ 
coming delegation. 

A long route through Pasadena 
and Los Angeles’ main streets wai 
charted for the governor's auto¬ 
mobile ride, accompanied by Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam and other Califor¬ 
nia officials, to his Los Angeles 
hotel headquarters. 

After a press conference, meet¬ 
ing with party aides and a. rest, 
the Republican standard bearer 
will appear at 8 p. m. at the Coli¬ 
seum to begin a half-hour address, 
broadcast nationally. 

Warren ‘Introducer’ 

The huge stadium’s gates were 
ordered opened at 5 p. m. and a 
program of band music, fireworks, 
and war veteran drills was ar¬ 
ranged to last until 7:45 o’clock, 
when Justus P. Craemer, Republi¬ 
can state chairman, calls the 
meeting to order. 

Earl Warren of Oakland, nation¬ 
al committeeman, will introduce 
Governor Landon from a platform 
under the Olympic torch on the 
Coliseum peristyle. 

Three former governors of Cali¬ 
fornia—James N. Gillett, Friend 
W. Richardson and C. C. Young— 
were accorded seats of honor on 
the rostrum. 

The Republican nominee's de¬ 
parture from the Coliseum will be 
made on conclusion of his address 
at 8:30 o'clock and his special 
train leaves Los Angeles on a 
3000-mile dash to the Atlantic 
coast at 12:05 a. m.

Elias Colunga, who recently re¬ 
placed Ricardo G. Hill as Mexican 
consul at Los Angeles and an¬ 
nounced that he does not resognize 
Lucas Lucio of Santa Ana as a 
representative, himself is to be re¬ 
moved, the Mexican newspaper, 
La Opinion, at Los Angeles, re¬ 
ported in its Monday edition. 

Further, the newspaper said, the 
office may be raised in status to 
a consulate general, with jurisdic¬ 
tion over Southern California, and 
Hill may return as consul general. 

New Appointment 

At the same time La Opinion 
printed a dispatch from San An¬ 
tonio, Tex., reporting that Hill had 
arrived in that city to become con¬ 
sul general there, and was to have 
taken up his duties yesterday. 

In an exclusive dispatch from 
Mexico City, the newspaper said: 

"Appointment of Renato Cantu 
Lara as consul for Mexico in Los 
Angeles was made known last 
night (Oct. 17) by the secretary 
of foreign affairs. 

"Mr. Cantu Lara is now consul 
at Eagle Pass, Tex., which he will 
leave shortly to take charge of his 
new office, replacing Elias Colun¬ 
ga, who has been named to an¬ 
other position." 

Two Candidates 

The same dispatch said the gov¬ 
ernment is considering making the 
Los Angeles office a consulate gen¬ 
eral. because of the number of 
Mexicans in Southern California.

Santa Ana high and elementary 
school districts will have an op¬ 
portunity Thursday to refinance 
earthquake repair obligations at a 
lower rate of interest and save 
from $48,000 to $130,000. 

They may have the saving by 
voting a $611,000 bond issue in 
a special election called by the 
board of education. The schools 
owe that amount on a $615,000 
loan they secured from the state 
after buildings were wrecked here 
in the earthquake of 1933. 

They now pay 4.4 per cent in¬ 
terest, over a period of 20 years. 
It is proposfd to nay off this debt 
and substitute for it $611,000 in 
bonds to be repaid over the same 
period at 3.4 per cent interest or 
less. 

Expect Low Rate 

A one per cent reduction in in¬ 
terest would mean a saving of 
$48,711. School authorities be¬ 
lieve, on the basis of recent bond 
sales, that the rate will be be¬ 
tween 2.3 and 2.6 per cent. If 
it is the former, the total saving 
will be $130,876. 

Interest rates are set in the 
bidding when bonds are sold by 
the county board of supervisors. 
Prospective buyers bid not on a 
price basis, but on an interest rate 
basis, and bonds are sold to the 
buyer who demands the least in-

Just as -epairs we;e being com¬ 
pleted on an under-water break 
in the joint outfall sewer, the 
Santa Ana city council last night 
started action toward a $173,000 
repair job on several miles of the 
sewer line on shore. 

Councilman Joseph P. Smith, 
representative on the outfall sewer 
board, reported that 22,000 feet, 
or more than three miles of the 
line running from a screening 
plant in the Santa Ana river bed 
to the ocean is disintegrating. 
Plaster with which the pipe was 
laid has been eaten by acids and 
gases in the sewage, he said. 

By resolution the council ap¬ 
proved his recommendation for a 
42-inch reinforced concrete pres¬ 
sure line, which would be con¬ 
trolled by an electrically-operated 
valve to resist the inward surge 
of high tides. 

This would care for needs of 
member cities until 1960, and 
would handle 19,000,000 gallons of 
sewage per day, Smith said. He 
estimated the cost at $173,000 or 
more. Vitrified clay pipe would 
cost $227,000, Smith said. By add¬ 
ing pumps, the proposed line could 
carry 30,000,000 gallons per day. 

Members of the outfall sewer 
district are Santa Ana, Anaheim, 
Fullerton, La Habra, Orange, Pla¬ 
centia and the sanitary districts 
of Garden Grove and Buena Park. 
Santa Ana would pay 45 per cent 
of the cost. Approval of these 
members is required before the 
project can be launched.

March¬ 
ing groups to assemble before 7 


p. m. at tunnel entrance 11 on 
southwest corner.” 

Dr. Dixon said the best way to 
reach the coliseum is to drive into 
Los Angeles on Manchester boule¬ 
vard, which is known as Fire¬ 
stone boulevard in the city, and 
turn right on Figueroa street. 
Then continue on Figueroa street 
to Exposition park. 

He requested Santa Ana motor¬ 
ists who have room in their cars 
for extra passengers to stop at 
the local campaign headquarters 
just north of the Santa Ana hotel 
on North Main street, in order 
that persons without transporta¬ 
tion may go to the coliseum. Cars 
will leave the headquarters at 5:30 
p. m.

a. m. and returned at 4:30 p. m. to 
find the stove still burning and 
her husband dead. Coroner Abbey 
termed the death accidental. 

Lacy had been with the Santa 
Ana fire department continuously 
since 1923, and also had served 
with the department before the 
World war. 

Surviving are his wife, Ellen; his 
mother, Mrs. Fannie Lacy; four 
brothers, Theodore, Charles, 
Thomas, and Alec Lacy of Santa 
Ana, and two sisters, Mrs. Laura 
Sears of Alhambra and Mrs. Bes¬ 
sie Bruns of Anaheim.

WILE BE TRIED 
FOR MURDER 


Jesus Esquivel, 41, wanted here 
since 1929 on suspicion of murder, 
probably will be returned to Santa 
Ana this week to stand trial. 

This was indicated today in a 
letter to Santa Ana police from 
the police department in Rich¬ 
mond, Calif., where Esquivel has 
pleaded guilty to charges of oper¬ 
ating an illegal still. He probably 
will be tried here before beginning 
his jail term in the north, police 
said. 

It was his arrest on the liquor 
charge which resulted in his de¬ 
tection as the man wanted here for 
the murder of Salvador Lopez, 29. 
Fingerprint records were sent 
from Sacramento here, since he 
had been arrested several times in 
Santa Ana; and officers discovered 
he was the man wanted on the 
killing charge. 

Lopez was fatally injured by a 
bullet April 14, 1929, as he and 
his assailant held a furious gun 
duel across a street. He died 
Dec. 3 of that year in the county 
hospital.

Ask $127,000 for 
Newport Harbor 

Improvements costing $127,000 
in Newport harbor were requested 
yesterday of the United States 
rivers and harbors board in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., by representatives of 
Newport Beach, headed by City 
Engineer R. L. Patterson. 

Patterson asked to have the 
channel deepened to provide an 
anchorage for large ships, and a 
15-foot channel along the west 
side of the bay dug. The anchor¬ 
age, he said, should be 20 feet 
deep. 

Upkeep of the channels, anchor¬ 
age area and jetties would cost ap¬ 
proximately $25,000 annually, Pat¬ 
terson told the board. He stressed 
the strategic importance of New¬ 
port harbor as the "only practical 
harbor between Los Angeles and 
San Diego for large yachts, coast 
guard and navy vessels."

Harry Sheppard, Democratic 
candidate for congress, apparently 
came off second best here last 
night in an attempt to secure in¬ 
dorsement of Labor. 

Under questioning following a 
meeting of the Orange County 
Central Labor council here, Shep¬ 
pard admitted he was hired by the 
Pacific Electric company in Los 
Angeles during 1934 as ‘‘coordina¬ 
tor of police guards,” and received 
$100 a day. 

Asked if he had at any time in 
his life been a strikebreaker Shep¬ 
pard replied with a flat "I have 
not.” He went on to explain his 
activities during the railway 
strike, saying he had 1400-odd men 
under his direction, some of them 
American Legionnaires. 

Branded as “Labor Foe” 

The first blast in the “strike¬ 
breaker” accusation had been fired 
by Jack Cox, acting secretary of 
the San Bernardino Central Labor 
council. He branded Sheppard an 
“arch foe of labor,” in the Inquirer, 
a San Bernardino weekly newspa¬ 
per. Sheppard maintained he was 
an advocate of unions and their 
right to strike and picket. He 
added however, he “did not believe” 
the 1934 strike was sanctioned by 
the A. F. of L. 

“That,” said Alvin H. Bauer, 
A. F. of L. organizer, “makes no 
difference. You have shown your¬ 
self to be an enemy of labor, and 
there is no guarantee you will not 
repeat such actions." 

Jerome Speaks 

A motion to go on record as 
opposed to Sheppard was tramped 
or. when members of the council 
pointed out the group’s meeting 
had been adjourned. The central 
labor council, they added, does not 
indorse candidates. 

William C. Jerome, candidate to 
succeed himself as supervisor for 
Santa Ana, spoke briefly at the 
beginning of the meeting. Asked 
if he was in favor of the new 
county trespassing ordinance, he 
said he was, and pointed out the 
ordinance does not apply to incor¬ 
porated areas and so would not 
hinder the usual right of picketing. 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, UP)— 
A fierce battle, involving an ar¬ 
tillery duel, between the Italian di¬ 
vision of General Geloso and an 
Ethiopian regiment under Dedjaz 
Abai was disclosed today ir. dis¬ 
patches reaching Addis Ababa. 

The Italian division was march¬ 
ing southwest of Addis Ababa to¬ 
ward Lake Margherita when it 
met the Ethiopians at Mount 
Giabassere, a natural fortress more 
than 3000 feet high. 

Geloso, whose column was mov¬ 
ing in 1000 trucks, first shelled the 
Ethiopian position for several 
hours, reducing the cannon and 
most of the machine guns to si¬ 
lence. 

Then Italian bombers flew over 
and bombarded the Ethiopian line 
and Geloso ordered an advance. 

The Italians scaled the moun¬ 
tain under cover of their own ar¬ 
tillery fire. Reaching the top, 
they charged with bayonets and 
hand grenades, routing the Ethio¬ 
pians. 

The battle lasted for five hours 
and the Ethiopians left between 
300 and 400 dead, among them 
their commander.

Why an arbitration board dated 
an increase in Mexican vegetable 
workers’ wages from Jan. 1, 1937 
and did not make it retroactive as 
of Sept. 1, 1936, was explained 
today in copies of the official 
award, being circulated to work¬ 
ers and employers. 

“The hoard. . . . was forced to 
the- conclusion that the condition 
of the industry did not make it 
possible for any immediate in¬ 
crease in wage to be granted,” the 
award stated. “The board there¬ 
fore finds that for the remainder 
of the year 1936 the present scale 
of 25 cents per hour for a nine- 
heur day shall remain in full 
force and effect. 

Hopes for Peace 

“Looking forward to the year 
1937 with the hope that a repeti¬ 
tion of the unsatisfactory experi¬ 
ences of 1936 crop and market 
conditions will not be repeated, 
the board decides that, commenc¬ 
ing Jan. 1, 1937, the minimum 
wage to be paid to all workers 
covered by this award shall be 
27 ! ,~! cents for a nine-hour day, 
and in view of what has been pre¬ 
viously stated, this new wage scale 
will not be retroactive.” 

The board said opportunities 
for employment were curtailed for 
' reasons beyond control, and that 
| crop conditions developed which 
| resulted in serious losses to em¬ 
ployers. 

"Side by side with this the evi¬ 
dence showed a decided increase in 
the cost of living to the workers. 
From the testimony it was shown 
that those most steadily employed 
were barely able, if able at all, to 
! subsist on their earnings during 
1 this period," the board concluded. 

Same Pay for Women 

Preference is to be given em- 
] ployes who have lived in Orange 
I county six months or more prior to 
the award, which was dated 
Oct. 16. 

Provisions carried over from the 
1935 award included a grievance 
I committee composed of workers 
and employers; a nine-hour day 
with time and a half for overtime; 
women to receive the same pay 
scale as men; and pay day each 
Friday. 

It provides that if the contract 
system is used, contiactors must 
pay the 27 1 - cent wage. Child 
labor is to be discouraged, the 
j board stated, and if laborers are 
required to live on the employer’s 
premises, the latter must furnish 
j a sanitary house without deduc- 
i tion from the worker's wages.

Grover Cleveland Fought Political Rings 


By ROBERT GARDNER 


BACHELOR OF ARTS 

Prepared at Groton, Franklin D. Roosevelt re¬ 
ceived his A.B. from Harvard in 1904 and attended 
Columbia law school. Rutgers, Washington college, 
Yale and American university (Washington) have 
contributed to his collection of honorary LL.D.’s. 


Grover Cleveland ran for presi¬ 
dent three times and was elected 
twice. He fought corrupt political 
rings to their death, and vetoed 
many bills including pension acts, 
while his partisans tried to get 
the spoils of office. He improved 
the civil service in an effort to 
combat the spoils system. 

Tammany opposed him in 1888 
and he was defeated by Harrison. 
In 1892 he did not want to run, 
but popular demand swept him 
into office. 

The silver bill passed during the 
Harrison administration was 
blamed by Cleveland for the finan¬ 
cial panic which came after he 
took office in 1892. He forced 
the repeal of the Sherman silver 
bill and sold bonds to maintain 
the gold standard. He opposed 
the annexation of Hawaii and up¬ 


held the Monroe doctrine when he 
forced England to arbitrate the 
dispute between Venezuela and 
British Guiana. 

He was the only president ever 
to come back and win an election 
after he was defeated in a pre¬ 
vious one. He was the twenty- 
second and twenty-fourth presi¬ 
dent. 

Biographical Data 

Born March 18, 1837, he was 
the son of the Rev. Richard F. 
Cleveland and Anna Neal. Edu¬ 
cated in the public schools, he 
was a teacher and a lawyer. His 
church was the Presbyterian. He 
was married in 1886 to Frances 
Folsom at the White House. They 
had two sons and three daughters. 
In the 1884 election, he received 
217 electoral votes. In 1892, he 
got 277. He died June 24, 1908, 
and is buried at Princeton.

Forms Company Located 
at Phoenix and Will

Boulevard stop signs which will 
give motorists three through streets 
each way through Santa Ana have 
been ordered, and will be placed 
in position along the boulevards 
within a few weeks. 

Meanwhile 10 stop signs, spotted 
here and there on Santa Ana inter¬ 
sections, were being removed today 
as the city’s new through-traffic 
plan was ready to go into effect. 

Devised by Sergeant B. A. Her- 
shey of the police motor squad and 
approved by the city council, the 
plan gives motorists three boule¬ 
vards on which to drive east and 
west or north and south, with a 
maximum of protection for through 
traffic, 

Reflector Signs 

Boulevards are arranged so the 
dr iver may travel straight through 
with not more than two stops. 
Where he must make a boulevard 
stop, a special reflector sign warns 
him of a more important street at 
which he must stop before crossing. 

Hershey’s plan is marked on a 
large map of the city, hung in the 
traffic bureau at the city hall, 
showing speed limits, warning 
signs, through streets, and spotted 
with pins designating types of ac¬ 
cidents which have occurred. Nine 
accidents have occurred since the 
map was hung in mid-September. 
Out of these, Hershey pointed out, 
three persons have been convicted 
of drunk driving and three of 
driving without licenses. 

25 Mile Zone 

Main street, principal thorough¬ 
fare through the city, is a 25-mile 
zone between Santa Ana boulevard 
and St. Gertrude street, Hershey 
pointed out, with a 20-mile zone in 
the busier part of the city. 

Under the boulevard plan, streets 
are marked as follows: 

Flower street is a boulevard be¬ 
tween Edinger street and Santa 
Ana boulevard. Stops are made at 
First, Fifth, and Seventeenth, these 
streets being busier and taking 
preference over Flower. 

Broadway is a through street 
from First street to Santa Ana 
boulevard, with only one stop, at 
Seventeenth street. 

East-West Streets 

Main street is a boulevard 
straight through, with traffic sig¬ 
nals at Seventeenth, Fourth, and 
First streets. 

On the east-west side, Seven¬ 
teenth is a boulevard, with a traf¬ 
fic signal and boulevard stop sign 
at Main, and a four-way stop at 
Grand avenue. 

Fifth street is a through street 
from Broadway west, with no 
boulevard stops at cross streets. 
First street is through except for 
the. First and Main intersection, 
where there is a traffic signal. 
Edinger street also serves west¬ 
bound traffic from Main street west 
to the city limits as a boulevard.

Old Time Skill 

They scuttled the proposals of 
the “young element" and substi¬ 
tuted a set of platform planks of 
their own: some reactionary; some 
stolen from the Democrats and 
used for political effect; and some 
ridiculous.

By THE REPUBLICANS 

The New Deal monetary policy 
reduced the purchasing value of 
the farm dollar to 59.06 per cent 
of its'former value. The net gain 
in farm income from production 
figures reported in the World Al¬ 
manac for 1936 amounted to ap¬ 
proximately 55 per cent, while the 
loss in purchasing value of the 
farm dollar was 41 per cent due 
to New Deal devaluation. Ordi¬ 
narily a gain of 55 per cent in net 
income, balanced against a loss of 
41 per cent in purchasing value of 
each income dollar, would indicate 
a net gain of 14 per cent for the 
farmer. But it must be remem¬ 
bered that at least a part of the 
farmer’s gain is in crop reduction 
payments. The only income he re¬ 
ceives from crops not raised is the 
income he receives through gov¬ 
ernment checks which some day 
must be stopped. 

It also must be remembered that 
the increased prices which farmers 
must pay for machinery and sup¬ 
plies necessarily detract from their 
net gain in income. Finally, it 
must be remembered that the en¬ 
tire emergency program, together 
with close to one billion dollars 
added to regular government costs 
under the New Deal, have created 
a 34 billion dollar national debt. 

Everyone Pays 

Every income earner, whether 
farmer or city worker, must par¬ 
ticipate in paying it off. And that 
will detract from net farm gains 
claimed by the New Deal. 

If the farm picture were actu¬ 
ally as rose colored as that painted 
by Roosevelt at Omaha if by crop 
curtailment, destruction and mon¬ 
ey manipulation, the farmer's net 
income could be raised 55 per cent 
in three and one-half years, the 
New Deal would be the best guar¬ 
antee of farm security that ever 
has been devised in the world of 
industry and economics. That it 
is not a sound system is tacitly ad¬ 
mitted by Roosevelt, when in the 
same speech, he referred to “crop 
insurance" as necessary before 
farming will reach a parity with 
other industries.

If your last 
permanent wave was a satisfac¬ 
tory one, then try to go back to 
the same shop and ask for the 
same operator and the same 
method of waving. 

It is foolish to change just be¬ 
cause someone gives you a good 
sales talk about a new method that 
has just been introduced. Let 
someone else do the experiment¬ 
ing. 

If you have never had a perma- I 
nent wave before, select a well- 
established system and go to the 
shop where your friends have had 
successful waves. Insist on hav¬ 
ing the operator make a test 
curl. 

And do not neglect telling your 
operator what bleaches, dyes or 
other preparations you have been 
using for your hair. 

Be sure that your hair is in 
good condition before you set a 
date for the wave. The waving 
process is always slightly drying, 
so two or more hot oil condition¬ 
ing treatments may be necessary. 
Some hair is so weak and brittle 
that it will not take a curl at all 
even for the best operator.

Pace of Life 
Often Brings 
Paralysis 


By CLAUD CHRISMAN, M. D. 

Probably no subject, short of 
actual death, brings such fear to 
any of us as the possibility of 
"having a stroke" or becoming 
paralyzed. We are terrorized in 
seeing a limb or other portion of 
the body, accustomed to moving at 
will, become suddenly still and 
lifeless. 

The thought at the moment is 
to clarify the subject for some who 
seem to live in daily fear of being 
a victim. 

Very simply, a paralysis means 
that somewhere between the brain 
where our muscular stimuli origi¬ 
nate and the muscle that is to obey 
the stimulus, something has 
thrown up a stop sign. The stim¬ 
ulus is checked and the muscle, 
having no directions or orders to 
function, does nothing. 

A partial paralysis is one in 
which by some special effort of the 
will, a muscle responds in part or 
at least makes a try at it. 

All sorts of traumatic reasons 
arise for the more tempoary forms 
of paralysis. A badly fitted splint 
oi truss or brace can cause such 
pressure on a group of muscles as 
to halt all sensory messages from 
reaching them. A crutch some¬ 
times causes an auxiliary disabil¬ 
ity. 

Where the disability follows the 
severing of a nerve in an accident, 
recovery depends entirely upon the 
measure of repair that is possible. 

In all the literature on the topic, 
we are struck by continuous ref¬ 
erences to the life habits involved: 
"absorption in ambitious projects,” 
"sustained mental effort,” “pro¬ 
longed anxieties,” “deterred hopes.” 
It is this “burning the candle at 
both ends” that weakens the tis¬ 
sues and enfeebles the nervous 
control. 

Modern methods of treatment 
give us a rather hopeful prognosis 
in many cases that seem serious 
at first. Nature has provisions for 
absorption of obstacles that get in 
her way and for restoring new life 
to disabled functions. But she 
must have help or at least be 
given a chance. Complete rest 
will do wonders, but you cannot 
get that so long as you keep your 
telephone by your bedside. 

The exacting demands of the 
usual business career must tem¬ 
porarily be turned aside. Electri¬ 
cal treatments supply additional 
stimulus. Good food, a great deal 
of sleep, cheerful surroundings will 
give a fresh start when the pa¬ 
tient is willing to contribute his 
own willpower and good behavior.

Eggs Good 
For Varied 
Menus 


By JUDITH WILSON 

Properly handled, an egg can 
serve as an attractive and deli¬ 
cious main dish for the meatless 
lunch or dinner, for supper or a 
late snack before retiring. Here 
are two recipes to try: 

Eggs a la King 

Hard-cook 4 eggs, shell and al¬ 
low to cool. Make a white sauce 
by melting 2 tablespoons butter 
and stirring in 2 tablespoons flour. 
When blended thoroughly add 1V4 
cups milk, a little at a time, stir¬ 
ring constantly until the sauce is 
smooth and thick. Peel and slice 
14 pound mushrooms and saute in 
butter for 5 minutes. Add to the 
white sauce with 1 tablespoon 
finely minced pimiento, salt and 
pepper to season. Add the eggs, 
sliced and serve on thin buttered 
toast or in patty shells. Canned 
peas heated in their own liquor 
and then drained, seasoned and 
dressed with butter make a good 
accompaniment—unless, of course, 
you have fresh peas already 
shelled. 

Nut Omelets 

Separate the yolks and whites 
of 5 eggs. Season the yolks with 
salt, pepper and a dash of nutmeg 
and beat until light. Add 5 table¬ 
spoons hot milk. Beat the whites 
of the eggs until very light and 
fold in the yolks. Add about V* cup 
chopped nut meats—black walnuts 
are especially fine—and pour into 
a pan in which 2 tablespoons but¬ 
ter have been melted. 

Cook until the underside is deli¬ 
cately brown, then place the pan 
in a slow oven until the omelet is 
puffy and springy to the touch. 
Fold over and garnish with a light 
sprinkling of chopped nuts and 
powdered sugar. This makes an 
unusually good luncheon dish. A 
cup of bouillon to start the meal, 
buttered scones and a cup of tea 
or coffee makes a complete meal.

$130,876 for Taxpayers 

S ANTA ANA taxpayers will have the chance Thursday 
to save themselves as much as $130,876 by approving 
the $611,000 school bond issue called for the purpose of 
getting a lower interest rate. 

As the matter stands now, the schools owe the state 
$611,000 at 4.4 per cent for a 20-year earthquake reha¬ 
bilitation loan. 

It is proposed by the new bond issue to repay this 
debt and to substitute for it the same amount of 20-year 
bonds at an interest rate of 3.4 per cent or less. It is 
quite probable that an even lower rate can be obtained, 
as other school bonds disposed of this year were sold at 
an interest of 2.3 and 2.6 per cent. 

If the reduction were even only 1 per cent, the sav¬ 
ings to the taxpayers over the 20-year period would be 
$48,711. If the 2.3 per cent average were secured, the 
savings would be $130,876. 

Remember: No new buildings are to be erected from 
the proposed bond issue; the only project contemplated 
is the refinancing of the existing debt at a lower rate 
of interest. 

A “yes” vote on the school bonds Thursday may mean 
$130,876 in the pockets of local taxpayers! 

There’ll be a big welcome for Governor Landon 
tonight at Los Angeles.

I T IS with disappointment that Santa Ana learns Gov¬ 
ernor Landon will be unable to accept the invitation of 
Republican headquarters to speak here during his brief 
invasion of the Pacific slope. 

Republicans and Democrats alike would have been 
glad to see, hear and honor the accomplished Kansan who 
carries the national standard of the Grand Old Party.
